The general objects are two. 
First, America believes that Its 
farms shotild be owned by inde­ 
pendent farmers. Tho rise of ten­ 
antry has been alarming in the 
last few years, and any move was 
welcomed to save farms for their 
owners and 
operators, 
keeping 
tho American 
farmer an 
inde­ 
pendent 
landowner and not 
a 
peasant or tenant, as in so many 
countries. 


Second, the 
farm 
mortgages 
were largely held 
by Insurance 
companies. 
When farm incomes 
fell during tho crash and farmers 
became delinquent on their high- 
intorest mortgages, the values of 
tho farms fell, too. 


That meant that even If the in­ 
surance companies wore able to 
foreclose, they would be heavy 
losers, and holders of life Insur­ 
ance 
policies 
throughout 
the 
country would be heavy losers, 
to. 


But, 
even at that, 
farmers 
were not going to give up without 
a fight the homes and farms they 
had worked in many cases for 
generations. 
Rioting to stop fore­ 
closure sales becamo a dally oc­ 
currence. 
GOVERN.MKXT GIVKS AID 


Therefor«, 
again the 
govern­ 
ment stepped In with Its credit. 
It would refinance tho farm mort­ 
gages. 
That is, it would give to 
the 
insurance <ompanies 
bonds 
(at a lower rate than the m ort­ 
gages, it is true, but guanranteed 
by the government and ta.x-free). 


Then it would Itself take over 
the mortgages, grant more liberal 
terms and 
long^^r time to 
pay. 
Thus it is expected that hundreds 
of thousands of farmers will be 
saved from eviction, and if they 
get easier terms and better prices 
for their produce, will be able to 
pay off eventually.

The rates will vary ac­ 
cording to th e density of the farm 
area.

FUTURE SEEN 
AS BRIGHTER 


U. s. Forests Expected 
to Greatly Benefit 
Peninsula 


The IT. S. forest service office 
ill .Milwaukee has just announced 
the approval for purchase of 130.- 
496 additional acres 
of 
option 
land In Michigan, for inclusion 
in the latter's five national for­ 
ests. 


About 4 2.000 acres of this to­ 
tal will be added to the Huron 
»nd Manistee forests downstate. 
The balance will become part of 
the Ottawa. Hiawatha and Mar­ 
quette forests in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. 


The combined area of all 
n a ­ 
tional forests in the state is now 
In the neighborhood of 1.100,000 
acres. 
This is over one-tenth the 
Bi^e of the whole Upper Peninsula, 
whose acreage is approximately 
3 0.500,000. 
The work of consoli­ 
dation, maintenance and upbuild­ 
ing has gone on so quietly 
and 
smoothly th a t comparatively few 
of the home folks realize what it 
is all about.

The establishment of the for­ 
ests in the region is bound 
to 
have far reaching effects. 
Tho 
picture is so new and we are so 
close to it that proper evaluation 
of what is coming 
is 
difficult. 
However, certain important 
re­ 
sults Avhich appear likely to m a­ 
terialize can be briefly mentioned. 


The conservation of timber re- 
Rources was, of course, the pri­ 
mary objective in national fores­ 
try. 
It probably always will 
be 
first, for we cannot conceive «>f 
a lime when timber products and 
their derivatives will 
fall 
into 
complete disuse. 
While 
other 
building materials are displacing 
wood to some extent, the chemical 
demand for wood cellulose is con­ 
stantly increasing and is reaching 
enormous proportions. 
And there 
is little d o u b t‘that wood will al­ 
ways be wanted for building pur- 
po.ses on account of 
its 
beauty, 
utility and economy. 


Many varieties of 
haidwoodsj 
barely reach maturity 
in 
InO 
years or so. but several softwood 1 
Hpecles come to commercial v a l u e 
from seedlings in less than half 
a century. 
The rate of turnover 
is just as important in forestry as 
In other crops. 
Scientific fore.s- 
try predicates the careful 
hus­ 
banding of the hardwoods a.s far 
as possible while growing 
new 
noftwood crops as fast a.*? condi­ 
tions will permit or as the com­ 
mercial demand w'arrants. 
Tree 
crop.s, like all others, were made 
to be used. 
The forests can be­ 
come over-mature and suffer se­ 
vere declines in value when not 
cut at the proper time, and they 
can eat themselves up in 
taxes 
and other charges when they are 
not consistently harvested.

In order to pay out, then, the 
forests will have to be handled 
in line with economic necessity, 
hfiving 
due 
regard 
for 
their 
esthetic or recreational 
advant­ 
ages. 
They w’ill be cut when their 
time has come, but under tho now 
dispensation they will be handled 
on a selective logging basis. Tho 
old plan of ‘cut out and get out' 
has probably gone forever. 
Only 
the m ature trees will be logged, 
and plantings from now on will 
be likely to greatly exceed cut- 
tings. 


Keeping fire out of the woods 
is reckoned to be about 7i> p(>r 
cent of the forestry battle. 
New 
and better ideas are attained each 
year in the light of fire-fighting 
experience, and the day of the big 
forest fire, let us hope, i.s on the 
■wane. 
It was commonly said In 
iho old days that more 
timber 
was burned than was cut, and in 
many lumbering areas this was no 
exaggeration. 
Modern forestry is 
the sworn foe of waste in tim­ 
ber. and fire is the chief of tho 
wasting enemies of the woods. 


We cannot hope to keep fish 
nnd game without any cover fni- 
them ,and the forf*sier is now the ^ 
chief ally of the sportsman. This ; 
fact wasn't recognized ut 
first., 
but it has become a truism. For- 
entry, fishing and hunting 
are

SEARCHING LAW 
TO BE TESTEO 


We.st Michif;:an Hunters 
Protest Action of 
Wardens 


.Muskegon, Mich., Dec, 1. 
The 
constitutionality of tho law giv­ 
ing conservation officers the right 
to search atitomoblles without a 
search warrant is likely 
to 
be 
tested as a result of the wholesale 
arrests made here recently, when 
all hunters enti'ring the city were 
stopped and tludr cars searched. 


Twenty-two jurests were made 
as a result of the activity of the 
conservation offh’ers 
hero 
one 
Saturdjiy; four hunters being a r ­ 
rested for having vonlsou In their 
cars nnd others being taken Into 
custody for possessing partridges, 
s(iulrrels and other illegal game. 
On»' of the arrested men had a 
ferret in his possession. 


These arrests wer<‘ made under 
the Michigan law 
which 
gives 
conservation officers 
more 
au ­ 
thority than any other peace of* 
fleer. 
A conservation officer has 
the right under the law to search | 
automobiles and also to obtain: 
a warrant without constiltlng the! 
prosecuting attorney. In addltl(»n, 
the (»fflcer can act as prosecutor 
if he di'sires and question wit­ 
nesses. 


Four men arrested here have 
entered pleas of not guilty and It 
Is Indicated they will test the law 
In rt'gard to .se.trch. The rUht ol* 
officers 
to

has been passed on many times 
In Michigan in

Exploitation o f T h i s 
State’s Timber Was 
Tremendous

The most astonishing changes 
that have occurred in Michigan, 
since 
NIcolet’s 
explorations 
in 
16.34 are those which have come 
about by tho removal of the for­ 
ests. 
The able forest economist, 
William N. Sparhawk, wrote th a t 
the Indian population in the Lake 
States was very sparse, and only 
a few clearings were made. W’hite 
settlers came In very slow’ follow­ 
ing Nicolet’s exploiatlons. 
D ur­ 
ing th at period the entire region 
of Michigan with its virgin for­ 
ests was almost exclusively given 
over to the fur trade, and settle­ 
ment was discouraged, first by the 
French, and later by tho English 
who feared that an influx of set­ 
tlers would result in tinwelcome 
competition in their dealings with 
the Indians. 


For nearly two centuries the ftir 
hearing animals were the only 
natural resource 
considered 
to 
have 
economic value 
and, like 
timber, a few years later they 
were exploited for the maximum 
immediate return, “ No 
thought 
was given either lo perpetuating 
the resources for later generations 
or to promoting the lasting pros­ 
perity of tho region itself.” said 
Mr. Sparhawk. “ Even as late as 
183 0 there were fewer than 3 2,- 
000 persons In Michigan, Wiscon­ 
sin and part of Minnesota.

Intense competition to ap- 
proprlato and exploit free natural 
resources piled tip enormous pri­ 
vate fortunes in the boom period. 
For every Individual who amassed 
a fortune, hundreds made onty a 
hare living or lost wiiat they had. 
Tho i n d u s t r y grew like a m u sh ­ 
room. 
In 1 882 there were more 
than 80 mills In the Saginaw val­ 
ley, and the whole tw'enty mile 
stretch along the river from Sagi­ 
naw to Hay City was one continu­ 
ous lumber pile at the close of the 
sum mer sawing season. 


Only the best timber was worth 
taking. 
It was not unusual to 
see huge piles of clean white pine 
planks without a blemish, three 
to four inches thick, up to three 
and one half to four feet wide.

An extremely conservative es­ 
timate of the aggregate value at 
tho mill at the time of cutting of 
all tho sawed timber cut from 
Michigan forests 
is 
$2,500,000,- 
00 0. 
This is more than three 
times th© assessed valuation in 
1922 of all the real and personal 
property, Including the copper and 
Iron mines, or. nearly eight and 
one half times the value of all the 
farms in the 46 northern coun­ 
ties. 
If the value of other timber 
products be added 
(logs, poles, 
posts, ties, etc.) the total of over 
$3,000,000.000 will be ten times 
th« value of all the gold t h a t has 
been taken from Alaska, and more 
th a n twice the value of all the 
gold produced in California. 


The first mill in th© upper 


peninsula was built at Menom­ 
inee in 1832, and t h e first mill 
at Escanaba in 1841. 
The in­ 
dustry was founded in 
1851 
by the organization of th e N. 
Ludington company in 1851. 


A. L. Sawyer, in his History 
of the Upper Peninsula of Mich­ 
igan, 
estimates th e value 
of 
timber produced in the penin­ 
sula to date (1911) as $250.- 
000 000. Records of the Men­ 
ominee River 
Boom 
company 
indicate that the production of 
the 
Menominee 
River 
Valley 
will approximate, if not exceed, 
$200,000,000 
which Mr. Saw­ 
yer estimates as three-quarters 
of tho production of the entire 
upper peninsula. 


Michigan contributed her nat­ 
ural timber resources, valued at 
over $3,000.000,000. to the gen­ 
eral well being of the nation. 
In 
less than one hundred years near­ 
ly 33,000.000 acres, o r 89 per cent 
of the total land area of tlie state 
and 9 2 per cent of the original 
forest, has been cut or destroyed. 
In 19 29 Michigan was faced with 
the situation of finding a solution 
for the problem of ten million 
acres of idle and partly Idle land 
and ten million acros in mature 
or growing forest which, sooner 
or later, would be c u t over. 


Sawdust PileN 
Thus we have the nearly com­ 
pleted picture of tho rise, boom 
and fall of a great industry built 
on an 
exhaustible natural 
re­ 
source. Giant saw'dust piles, rusty 
refuse bui^ners, rotting docks, de­ 
serted towns, and millions of acres 
of cut over, burned over, tax de­ 
linquent land are left to remind 
us that 352 billion board feet of 
saw' timber has been cut or burn­ 
ed out of iSIlchlgan in less than 
100 years, and that Michigan con­ 
tributed timber 
valued a t 
over 
$3,000,000,000 to the prosperity 
of the nation. 


This Indicates a very brief sur­ 
vey of the significant facts of the 
exploitation of 
our lumber 
re ­ 
sources. 
As far as the original 
virgin timber 
Is concerned 
the 
story is nearly finished. 
Those 
who are familiar with the lumber 
Industry in Delta county an d the 
u p p e r 
peninsula 
undoubtedly 
know tho exact extent of rem ain­ 
ing resources of virgin timber in 
northern Michigan. 
It is appar­ 
ent that the chief timber resources 
left in Delta county probably lie 
in the cedar swamps and cord- 
wood areas. 
The production of 
cedar posts, ties and pulpwood is 
apparently the m ajor lumbering 
activity In i^elta county at the 
present time. 


The only remaining rem nant of 
tho great pine forests is 27 acres 
of vii*grn pine northeast of Gray­ 
ling. 
This I.s now tho Hartwick 
Pines State Park, a natural m u­ 
seum in which are preserved a few’ 
specimens of the millions of giant 
pines wiiose needles carpeted tho 
soil from Grand Rapids to Lake 
Superior. 
The 
largest 
sawdust 
pile in the world may ho seen at 
Cheboygan. Michigan, 
and

000,000 acres of Michigan’s land 
area remain as memories of the 
forests that w’ould last for ever.

Tw'entyj 
four were charged
